“Fox nnd Geoose" at the Waln ut,

Mr, John D. Btockton, the editor of the
Morning Post of th's clty, has long enjoyed a
bigh repulation as a dramatic eritie, and now
he bhas ventured into the field of play-writing,
and has no reason to be discouraged by the re-
enlt. For and Goose, a bright and rollicking
three-acl eomedy, was written by Mr. Stockton
some years ago, while the avthor was an edito-
rinl writer on the New York Tribune, When
Mr, John 8. Clarke went to Europe he carried
n copy of the play with him. and the late Wil-
linm Brough adapted it to the stage. Mr.
Ciarke made his first appearance in it at the
8trand Theatre, London, and so great wns the
combined success of actor and playwright that
For and Goose helll the boards for three or four
months without laterruption. In May last, Mr.
Clarke produced Mr. 8tockton's play at Booth's
Theatre, New York, where it achieved u success
quite eqnal to that which it sttained o London,
Last evening, For and onee was produced at
the Walnut Bireet Theatre, for the first time In
this city, and the large andience was kept by it
in & continuous uproar for nearly two hours,

Strictly epeaking, For and Goose belongs lo
the dumain of farce, rather than to that of
comedyr, It Is utterly improbable In plot, and
Mr. Clarke's rendition of the leading part ls
extromely ridicnlous. The whole thing i2 con-
celved with a view to Impossible situations,
which give the actor an opportunity for the
display of that rare and grotesgqune humor by
which two hemispheres have beenm convulsed,
“Fox Fowler," a brazen-faced adventurer, abont
to be taroed out of his hotel for arreirs of
board, encountera a silly old fellow by the name
of "8Bir Gander Gosling,"” whom he easily dapes
by pretending to be an intimate [riend of young
“Tack Gosling.” Then “Sir Gander” 1a ealled
away, and ‘“‘Young Gosling™ appears, only to be
won over by the adventuarer, in the belief that
the latter is an intlmate friend and crony
of “Dad.” This idea is not by any
means N new one, but it is
adroltly worked up, and presents to Mre, Clarke
an opportunity as “Young Gosling" for fairly
reveling In fun. “Young Gosling” 1s go effectn-
ally muddled by the port which he drinks in
bonor of his Irlend *Fowl Foxer,” that he is puat
to bed, aud the adventurer repairs to the house
of “Major Mandrake” In the character of
“Young Gosling,” to claim the had of “Rose,”
to whom the genunine “Juck Goaling" 13 engaged,
All except “*Rose'" and her lover, *‘I’hilip Hart-
ley," necept the adventurer as the genuine “*Gos-
Ilog,” and as “*Roze™ has not seen the latter for
eight years and I8 ever so much in love with
‘i Hartley,” she also determines to cheat “Young
Gosling" out of his identity as the only possible
chance of escaping from o distastelul marringe.
8he accordingly offers privately to pay ‘Fowlar™
handsomely for keeping up the imposition, and
when the genuine “Jack Gosling™ recovers from
hisdrunken stupor, and puts in an appearance at
the house of the “Mandrakes,"” to his Intenzec
disgust he is treated on all sides as a swindler
and thief, barked at and bittea by huge dogs,
impaled on glass bottles, thrast ignominiously
from the house, and, when he re-enlers
by scaling the wall, Is shot at with
Viplunderbi,” as he persistently speaks of blan-
derbusses, and in the end entrapped into a duel
with the adventurer, the oonly ulternative that
he I8 given belng to deny his own identity and
acknowledge himself to be “Fox Fowler,” the

swindler. ‘*Young Gosling” strives earpestly |
to avold a fight; he bhas a horror of
blood, especlally of his own blood; but
the conspirators are mnot so0 scrupulous,
and he Is brought face to face with

his equally reluctant adversary. Rifles are
the chosen weapons, and, armed with one of
these deadly instruments, *“Young Gosling,”
after resorting to all sorts of devices to delay
the encounter, tries a little bluster and struts up
and down, demanding the reason of *‘this lntole-
rable delay.” Then he swears that he won't

fight with guns which dislocate his
shoulder, and demands ‘" cannon—
rifled cannon," pop-guns, revolyers,

anythiog which he imagines is not to be had
But the revolvers are unfortupately on hand,
and he is presented his cholce of two weapons,
“I'll take 'em both,” he roars, and the scene
reaches a climax with his ioability to prevent
the treacherous things f{romn going ol
He is convulsed with fright, and
o are the bystanders, who arc reinforced
at this stage by the “Mandrakes” and ‘‘Hartley."
“Don't you come near me,” yells *“Juck Gos-
ling,” a8 he throws his arms wildly about, the
gseventeen barrels meanwhile golng off in rapld
succession. The conspirntors are brought to

terms by the pyrotechnic display, and acknow- |

ledge ‘‘Juck’s" identity, and im rushes “Bir
Gander” to confirm It
and the play is terminated by “Young Gosllng”
refusing stoutly to have anything more to do
with the “‘Rosey-Posey" who has treated him so
badly, thus leaving the coast clear for “Philip
Hartley,” who carries off the prize.

It will be gecn from this brief summary of the
incidents that the plot is worked up admirably
for the benefit of Mr. Clarke's peculiar line of
business. But, aside from this, the play is ex-
cellently written,the language is cholce and ele-
gant, the repartees are sharp and polnted, and
at no time during the performance is there a
superfluous sentence uttered. In short, Fox
and (Joose, lndependently of the lnwughable
comiecal ties of Mr. Clarke, has a declded claim to
favorable consideration on its own merits, and
Mr. Flockton is to be congratulated on his sue-
cess.

Mr. Clarke's rendition of the part of “Young
Gosling,” as we bave already iotimated, is
admirably grotesque. The different situations
into which ke ia thrown demand in turn a touch
of “Major Wellington de Boots,” “Toodles”
and “‘Bob Acres,” and th's rich and rare medley
of mock-herolam, drunken palaver, and arrant
cowardice makes up a character which has
withal & flavor of novelty and individuality,
The part of “Fox Fowler" was taken by Mr,
Walter Joyee, who was in the original cast at
the Strand Theatre, London, and performs his
task very ereditably. The remainder
of the cast last evening el
braced Mr. W, A, Chapman as ‘‘Bir Gander
Goslirg,” Mr W. H. Bailey ss ‘Major Man-
drake,” Mr. James Taylor as “‘Phillp Hartley,”
Miss Rose Wood as “Rose Mandrake,” Mrs,
Charles Waleot as “Blaneche,” the confidante of
‘“Rose,” and Mrs. W. A, Chapman as *‘Miss
Margaret Mandrake,” sister of the ‘‘Major."”
These were all acceptable in their scting, and
altogether we doubt I For and foose has been
done better either In London or New York. The
piece has an indefiniie drawing capacity, and
we would not bave it withdrawn except to get
a sight at “De Boots" and some ather parts in
which Mr, Clarke has so often made us merry
in the past.

Jananschek as ““Mary Stoart *

Those of our playgoers who love great dra-
matic art for its own sake do not need at thls
late day to be told of the wonderful gifia of
Fonny Jannuschek. Her first appearances la
this city were made at a time when the Impres-
#lons made by the geniua of Ristorl were most
profound, and it was a sufficient recognition of
her merita for the most competent jndges to
pronounce her fully the equal of the Italian
actress in all the higher elements of her art,
and her lnferior In nothing, except it may be in
a certain statuesque grace and refined finish that
Ristori alone, of all the living actresses of the
day, combined with a power of expressing in
a mosi perfect manner the most profound emo-
tions. The two great artizts, it is true, dittered
easentially in style, but such a comparizon as weo
have suggested indicates, relatively at least, the
position that Janauschek's talenis entitled her
to take upon the American stage. Itis not worth
while to discuss the reasons why it Is scarcely
possible for any German-apeaking actress to
create the same furore in this country
that Ristori did, and it the
sticeess of Janauschek was not ln all respects
proportionate to her merits, the fault wasin her
language and not in herself. It was a hazardons
bat a wise determination, therefore. that she
made to conquer, if possible, the difficulties of
the English language, and to appeal to the
Amerlean public as an English-speaking actross
for that recognltion to which she was entitled.
This experiment has been tried wilh more or
less success by other dramatic artists, but none
have achieved the same mastery over a foreign
tongue as Janauschek. It is understood that
ahe has been studying English, with a view of
gpeaking It npon the dlage, only about cighteen
months, and her success, especlally when this
fact is taken into consideration, is remarkable
Her English Is marked by a decided
German accent, or rather barr, that her
wonderfully musical volee renders far from un-
pleasant; but she speaks the language Infinitely
better than Mr. Fechier, who has been playing
English parts upon the London stage forn dozen
years. The question of the mastery of language
being settled, Janauschek takes her place at
once a8 the greatesi English-speaking actress of
the day; and 4f the public who crowd to witness
such artizts as Forrest, Booth, and Fechter are
influenced by any real appreciatlon of the
loftier phases of dramatic art, and not by mere
habit, fashion, and caprice, they will not allow
hier to play to half-iilled houses during the rest
of her engagement, a3 she was compelled to do
lagt evening.

Schiller’s poetieal tragedy of Mary Sluart, in
which Mad'lle Janauschek sustained thetitle role
last evening, is a dliliecnlt work to represent
upon the stage with satisfaction to a miscella-
neous andience, on account of the want of nction
in it. Itisnot to be denied that the intermi-
nable dlalogues, which are the bane of most Ger-
man tragedies, are tedions, but in epite of this
the play is one chat is well worth seeing, for
the character of the unforiunate Queen of Scots
ns drawn by Schiller is one that affords a great
actress great opportunities. Ristori's persona-
tion of “Mary Btuart" was queenly, but it was
ina more eminent degree womauly, and she
gave nn inexpressibly touching picture of the
broken-hearted women who in one great mo-

ment is aroused to the assertion of
her queenly  dignity. Janonuschek  be-
longs to the grand school, aund her
“Mary Stuart is nothing if not queenly. Her

poses last evening were magnificent, not so
much statuesque as picturesque in the highest
sense of the term, and in the great scene of the
third act, when the rival queens meet in the
Park of Fotheriogay, and “‘Mary,” stung by the
taunts of ‘“*Elizabeth,” tarns upon her with a
burst of passion that fairly annihilates her cold-
kearted and. cruel tormentor. She profoudly
moved the coldest and most eritlesl of
her auditors, This scene has been fnely
played many times in this clty during the
past five years, but we never saw an andience go
moved by itas that of jast night, and the actress
was called before the curtain with an enthusiasm
that was unmistakable in its heartiness and
gincerity.

Mad'lle Janauschek was very well supported
by Mise Fanny Morant, who played the part of
“Queen Ellzabeth' better than any actress we
have geen undertake it of late years, and by Mr.
Frederick Robingon, who gave aspirited per-
sonation of “Mortimer."” The other characters
were not represented with apy remarkable
ability, but the general support was respectable,
and the play passed off with as much smooth-
pess a5 heavy tragedy usually does in the hands
of the ordinary run of stock aztors.

““The Two Hosew' nt the Arch

The comedy of The Two Roses, which was
produaced st the Arch Inst evening. ls evidently
the work of an admirer of Mr. T. W, Robertson,
and it f& marked by many of the merits and
most of the faults of that wrlter. The plot,
such as it is, shows us how “‘Mr. Digby Grant,”
a broken down gentleman, suddenly findlog
himeelf the possessor of a great fortune, dis-
cards the friends of his poverty, and obliges his
davghters—the “*Two Roses" Iln question—to
break off thelr engagements with lovers whom
thelr father regards as not possessing saflicient
social status for alliances with bis family. In
the denouement, however, it is discovered that
one of the lovers in question, & blind organist,
s the real owner of the fortune, and the aristo-
cratic father, being again reduced to an im-
pecunious position, can no looger prevent the
course of true love from running smooth.

The play in some respects is a very beautiful
one, but, like most of Robertson's pleces, it ls
exceedingly deilelent In action and dramatle
force, and this deficlency I8 not compensated
for in all respects by a dialogue that is written
with unusual care and that is full of really ad-
mirable points. The T'wo Roses is not w com-
monplace piece by apy means, but it is not
guficlently elevated above the commonplace to
engage very decply the sympathies of an andl-
ence; and if it does nol achleve as much success
as some plays that do pot deserve balf as well
to succeed, it will be because the author has
forgotten that one of the Uret requisites In dra-
matle art is action, and that no pretiy little
cabinet pictures are half so entertaining to the
average gpeciator as those which have In them
something to stir the blood and move Lhe feel-
ings.

The Two Roses is placed upon the stage with
great care, and it is very well actod. The best
“character” in It 18 that of ““Mr. Digby Grant,"
who Is & sort of combipation of two of Dickens'
personsges, ‘‘larold Skimpole,”, in *‘Bleak
House, ' and “Mr. Dorrit,” in Litle Doreit.” Mr.
Barton Iill, who sustalons this part, is net a first-
rate ‘‘character” actor, but he plays the part of
“Digbs Grant” better than he does most others
in the same line that he attempts, and his per-
formance is artlstlc if nol allogether satisfac-
tory. The otlier parts have nol the ludividuality

of “Dighy Grant,” and consequently do not
afford the aclors the same opportunities, and It
Issufliclent to say that most of them are repre-
gented mes woll as could be desired. If The Two
Roses {alls to make a decided hit, it will be the
{anlt of the piece rather than of the performers.
